Flight To North Pole 


Planned by Navy Craft 


WASHINGTON, December J.—{By 


the Associated Press)—An exhaustive 
study of the records of various Arctic 
expeditions and other scientific data 
is to be starred shortly by a

hoard of uavnl officers appointed to 
work out a detailed plan for a flight 
next summer to the North Pole. 


The project is (lie outgrowth of a
